Immediately after the final pas- 
sage of the currency bill the senate 
adopted the resolution for recess un- 
til January 12, thus clearing the way 
for the Christmas holiday adjournment 
of both houses. 

At 3:11 o’clock the house adjourned 
until noon Monday, January 12, and 
its members scattered. Many will go 
home for the holidays and others will 
remain in Washington. 

The senate finally adjourned at 3:58 
p. m. to noon January 12. 


MADE HERSELF A SLAVE 


FOR LOVE OF ATTORNEY 


Monticello, N. Y¥., December 23.— 
Melvin H. Couch, former district at- 
torney of Sullivan county, was quietly 
buried today, leaving behind him no 
written word to explain the mystery 
of his strange dual existence and as- 
sociations with his slave-Mke compan- 
ion, Adelaide Brance, who for three 
years was a virtual prisoner in his 
office. 

From a cell in the jail where she

was held on a technical charge, the! 


woman saw the funeral procession 
pass on to the cemetery. She had 


expressed a wish to be at the grave} 


side, but Couch’s widow forbade it 

Couch died on the lounge in his of- 
fice early Sunday morning. His com- 
panion, shrieking, gave the alarm, and 
summoned a physician. Then for the 
first time it became known that for 
three years had Miss Brance, for the 
love of the man, existed in a tiny 
quarter in an office partitioned off as 
a combination sleeping- room, living 
room and kitchen. 


Intimate for 15 Years. 


Couch for years had spent most of 
his time in his office. The Brance 
woman says she loved him devotedly, 
that he returned her love and that 
their relations dated back fifteen years 
when she, as a book agent. chanced to 
call on him. 

The woman looks pale and haggard 
today. She was young and attractive 
looking ten years ago, but her devo- 
tion to Couch and the secret alliance 
and its incidental confinement have 
aged her. She has refused to discuss 
the case, Saying that she wishes to 
drop out of sight in order not to 
cause the Couch family any more no- 
toriety. Her history is vague, little 
being known except that she formerly 
lived in Goshen, N. Y., and has a broth- 
er somewhere in Ohio. 

After much questioning she told of 
her life in the little room opening oft 
Couch’'s offices. She never went out 
except at night, and then only when 
she was sure no one would see her. 
She lived on provisions brought to her 
by the lawyer, and through it all, she 
said, she was happy. 

“I Loved Him,” She Cried. 


She said she was 40 vears old and 
had been a book agent. Her story 
stopped there except with the expla- 
nation that it was while trying to in- 
terest Couch in a book fifteen vears 
ago that their friendship began. Vhey 
met at frequent intervals after that 
time, she said, until about three vears 
ago when they concluded that secret 
meetings that had lasted a day could 
be prolonged to a week, then weeks. 
Finally she took up living quartérs 
in the lawyer's offices. 

When confronted by the widow of 
the man with whom she had lived in 
secret for so many vears, Miss Brance 
begged for forgiveness, crying, “I 
loved him, I loved him.” Her grief at 
Couch’s death was genuine, and the 
sheriff, whe at first harbored suspi- 
cions ‘concerning her, was finally 
forced to admit that there was no

SANTA IS VERY REAL, 
SAYS REV. F. A. LINE 
IN ELOQUENT SERMON 


Editor Constitution: Apropos of your edi- 
torial replying to Rev. J. Holman Holtzclaw, 
Rev. Fred A. Line, pastor of the First Uni- 
versalist church, preached a remarkable ser- 
mon Sunday in which he coincides with your 
view that Santa Claus is a very real person. 
He said in part: 

“The song of the angels: is mingled with 
the laughter of little children, the patter of 
little feet, the sweet babble of childish 
volces. At Christmas the world always is 
young, for in celebrating the birthday of 
Love’s King we pause at the feet of child- 
hood. Have you never seen the bulging eyes, 
the expectant faces, the giadness of the 
Christmas season written into their very be- 
ing? If you have never on Christmas eve 
been in a home where children are, you 
have not yet learned the meaning of Christ- 
mas. Jesus said, ‘Except ye become as this 
little child ye shall in no wise enter the king- 
dom of heaven.’ The invitation of Christmas 
is to become as little children, in faith and 
hope and aspiration. The season forces home 
upon us a few lessons, which we must learn 
if we would be wise in the wisdom of child- 
hood. 

“In the first place, we must believe in 
Santa Claus as the embodiment of one of the 
great vital principles of life. You turn in 
thought to the davs of childhood. There 
come up before you visions of dear old Santa 
with his smiling countenance, dressed in 
furs, jingling bells, driving his reindeer into 
the very heart of childhood. Those were 
happy days, perhaps the very happiest of all 
your life. There came a day when older ones 
in ignorance told you there was no Santa 
Claus, and you were foolish enough to be- 
lieve. Surely you have grown wiser with 
the passing years. The editors of one of our 
leading magazines a year or so ago were 
besieged with letters from anxious fathers 
and mothers who were troubled about the 
so-called Santa Claus myth. They didn’t 
want to be teaching their children lies. 
What were they to do about it? The paper 
was asked to take up the fight against the 
Santa Claus myth. An editorial conference 
was held. The subject was discussed pro 
and con, when suddenly one of the staff ex- 
claimed, ‘Well, I don’t care, I believe in 
Santa Claus.” Argument ceased. Each man 
questioned his own heart and found to his 
surprise that he, too, believed in Santa Claus. 
After all, truth is what we believe in. There 
is a Santn Claus. 

“Santa CTImus is a fact based upon a faith 
as deep as the faith in God. He belongs. to 
life of the ages. He is humanity's em- 
bodiment of the Christmas spirit. You, per- 
haps, remember the letté@r_written by the 
little New York girl, whose Name was Vir- 
ginia, to the editor of The New-York Sun. 
It ran as follows: ‘Dear Editor—I am.8 years 
old. Some of my little friends say there is 
no Santa Claus. Papa says if you see it in 
The Sun it’s so. *Jease tell me the truth. 
Is there a Santa Claus?’ Charles A.°’ Dana. 
editor of The Sun, wrote the following an- 
swer, which has become an immortal gem: 
‘Virginia, your little friends are wrong. 
They have been affected by the skepticism 
of a skeptical age. They do not believe ex- 
cept what they see. They think that nothing 

be which is not comprehensible to their 
minds All minds, Virginia, whether they 
be men’s or children's, are little. In this 
great untverse of ours man is a mere insect 
and ant in his. intellect, as compared with 
the boundless world about him, as measured 
by the intelligence capable of grasping whole 
truth and knowledge.

‘“‘*You may tear apart a baby’s rattle and 
see what makes the noise inside, but there 
is a veil covering the unseen world which 
not the strongest man that ever lived could 
Only faith, fancy, poetry, love 

can push aside that curtain 
and view and picture the supernal beauty 
and glory beyond. Is it all real? Ah, Vir- 
ginia, in all this world there is nothing else 
real and abiding. No Santa Claus? Thank 
(jod he lives and he lives forever. A thou- 
sand years from now, Virginia, nay, ten 
times ten thousand years from now, he will 
continue to make glad the heart of child- 


hood.’ 
“Don't you see, my friends, that Santa 
Claus brings Jesus, the giver of Christmas, 
into the heart of the children and brings a 
whole world to the feet of the Shepherd 
King? We hear again the words of the 
Master, ‘Suffer the little children and forbid 
them not to come unto Me, for of such is the 
kingdom of God.’ The way of approach is 
a way of trusting faith and holy hope ‘and 
heaven-born love-—a_ way of Christmas giv- 
ing and Christmas living.

Editor Constitution: I note with a great 
deal of disgust a letter in your paper from 
Mr. J. Holman Holtzclaw advocating the 
abolishing of “this destructive old legend of 
Kris Kringle” in the name of “truth.” : 

Can our friend tell us “what is truth? 
Did the Master, who is our ideal of every- 
thing good, pure and noble, tell the “truth 
according to the standard of Mr. Holtzclaw?

So, also, are our pictures of Santa Claus, 
and this MNkeness probably originated many 
years ago in the mind of somebody who 
endeavored to put on canvas his ideas of 
what the spirit of Christmas appeared to him 
to be like. This picture appealed so to the 
world at large that it has come to be sym- 
bolical of the spirit of Christmas giving. 
It is not necessary to believe that Santa 
Claus is like the picture, that has been 
impressed so beneficially on our minds, any 
more than it is necessary to belleve that 
when we see the Christ He will look like the 
pictures that we see today as symbolical 
of Him, but I am sure when we meet the 
Christ we will not be disappointed if the 
likeness is different, and we will not be 
disappointed when we meet the spirit of 
Christmas giving if he is not like our picture 
of Santa Claus. 

I do not wish to enter into any discussion 
with Mr. Holtzclaw on the other fallacies in 
his letter with reference to the science of 
today, but I wish to state most distinctly 
that if we are to take truth Hterally as he 
wants to, life would not be worth the living, 
complete death would be preferable, and lI 
think that immortality would be impossible. 

For Mr. Holtzclaw’s benefit I will tell him 
how Santa Claus is real, and will remain real 
to many millions of the people of this earth 
in spite of endeavors to make skeptics by 
such people as the cult he follows. Santa 
Claus is symbolical of the spirit of Christ- 
mas giving and the teachings of Christ. A 
child’s mind cannot grasp the truths that 
it will when the child reaches manhood.

WHERE WAS NATHAN HALE 


Nathan Hale was one of the picturesque 
characters of the Revolution. He was also 


one of the unfortunate ones. He gave his 
life for his country, as did Major Andre for 
his. Both in the same way. They met death 
as sples. 

Hale was a brave man. When Washing- 
ton called for a volunteer to enter the British 
lines to procure intelligence Hale responded. 
After securing this information and was 
about returning, he was apprehended and 
taken before Sir William Howe, who, upon 
the evidence, found in his shoes, just as in 
the instance of Major Andre, he was con- 
demned to be executed before daybreak the 
following morning. 

Hale’s execution took place in Colonel 
Henry Rutger’s orchard, near the present 
junction of Market street and East Broad- 
way, New York city. As he ascended the 
scaffold he said: “You are shedding the 
blood of the innocent. If I had ten thousand 
lives I would gladly lay them down in de- 
fense of my injured, bleeding country,” and 
his last words were: “I only regret that I 
have but one life to lose for my country.” 

In all the crowd that witnessed Hale's 
execution there was not one face familiar 
to him, not one voice to whisper a word of 
consolation to his dying agony. When it was 
all over, his body was supposedly placed in 
@ grave nearby, but nobody has ever been 
able to locate the spot. An entry of his 
death was made in the town records of Cov- 
entry, Conn., where he was born, and a rude 
stone was erected to his memory by his fath- 
er’s grave in: the cemetery attached to the 
Congregational church, and in 1837 the citi- 
zens formed a Hale Monument association 
for the purpose of obtaining sufficient money’

Broadway.

the heart of New York, and 
the lungs of the theater business, is the 


best advertised street in the world. It is 
called Broadway, because it has no relation 
whatever to the straight and narrow path. 

Broadway was originally a crooked and 
uncertain trail made by the Indians while 
returning from New Amsterdam with their 
week’s supply of firewater. It ts still crook- 
ed in spots, but there 1s nothing uncertain 
about it. As New York has grown, it has 
been extended to take care of the Rush of 
business, until it is now twenty miles long 
and two stories deep most of the way. It 
begins at the Battery, where the immigrants 
land, and where every language except Eng- 
lish is spoken fluently. A mile north, it be- 
comes the lair of the multi-milllonaire, and 
another mile north, its stores sell everything 
from tango costumes to pet alligators. 
Farther north, it leaps to a height of 800 
feet, and then sinks to a desert of one-story 
shops with a 27-story hotel among them. It 
then suffers from a convulsion of theaters, 
recovers only to be captured by the auto- 
mobile business, and still further north runs 
majéstically for miles between tall, beetling 
cliffs of apartment houses. Fifteen miles 
from its source, it becomes the principal 
thoroughfare of Yonkers, being the only 
street to do duty for two large cities. It 
then rambles over the hills of the Hudson, 
between the estates of the impossibly rich 
and when last seen is headed for Albany 
under a thick cloud of dust and automobile 
smoke. 

Broadway contains the largest hotel in 
the world, for this year only, and its tallest 
building. The largest apartment house, the 
thinnest skyscraper, the most terrific restau- 
rant and the most interesting ohurch are 
all upon Broadway. It assays more million- 
aires, actors, automobile salesmen and gun- 
men than any other thoroughfare. It goes 
to bed at 8 p. m. at its lower end and wak- 
ens for the evening at the same hour, at 42d 
street. It has more hotels, theaters, electric 
signs and dejected little parks than any oth- 
er street. There is standing room only on its 
sidewalks and twice as many people travel 
underneath it. 

Broadway is America in one reel. The 
immigrant lands at its lower end, pack on 
his back, sells sandwiches for the first mile,

goes into business in the second mile, 
the city government in the next mile, and 
proceeds dizzily from the business section 
through the restaurant area and the auto- 
bile dispensaries, to the apartment house 
wilderness, and thence to a country estate on 
the Hudson at the far upper end. 

Broadway is a twenty mile leap from 
poverty to riches, with plenty of falling off 
places by the way. It will be longer some 
day, but never much more terrific.

A recent report from cold storage mén 
shows that thirty-three mfllion dozen exes 


re now held in storage and that a large 


per cent of these must 
be moved immediately. 

This report is encour- 
aging to housekeepers 
everywhere who have 
watched with interest 
the boycott started by 
housewives in New York 
city and eagerly joined 
by Mrs. Woodrow Wil- 
son, wife of the presi- 
dent of the United 
States, Mrs. William J. 
‘aBryan, and wives of 
““sinearly all cabinet mem- 
bers. , 

With fresh eggs sell- 
Sling at sixty-five cents 
a dozen in city stores 
and storage eggs at 
thirty-seven to forty 
cents, it Is the duty of 
every woman, with her 
family’s welfare at 
heart, to take an active 
part in this campaign. 

In Chicago the school children have 
joined the movement for lower priced eggs 
and when conditions are such that our little 
ones must feel the necessity of adding their 
little mite to lower high priced food, it is 
time that gambling in eggs and outter be 
stopped. 

It is doubtful if any city or state can 
permanently check the evil methods of the 
so-called cold storage “combine,” but the 
federal government can. Representative K. 
D. McKellar, of Tennessee, has introduced a 
measure in the house to regulate cold storage 
shipments in every state. 

You can boost this McKellar bill and get 
your friends to help and this will be much 
better than starting boycotts that deprive 


you’ of the food that you need and should 


have. 

Regulation of cold storage food is prop- 
erly a national matter and congress can han- 
dle it by placing a definite time limit upon 
the storage of food. 

We have no greater blessing than that of 
cold storage, but nothing is so much abused. 
As conditions are now, we housekeepers have 
no way of knowing whether the food we buy 
is fresh or stored, nor can we ascertain how 
long it has been stored if our dealer is honest 
enough to admit it has been in storage. 

This new bill, which should go before the 
house commerce committee at once, would 
remedy this. It provides a maximum storage 
period, for instance: Bee? and its products 
seven months; veal, Iamb, fish, two months: 
pork, four months; eggs, three to six months.

STRICT DISCIPLINE 
ON BASEBALL FIELD 


President Tener Believes 
Preserving Order at 
All Times. 


New York, December 23.—Strict dis- 
cipline on the baseball field is one of 
the things President John K,. Tener, of 
the National league, will demand of his 
umpires, according, to his secretary, 
David LerRy Reeves, with whom he 
has discussed the umpire problem. 

The only person who can preserve 
order on the ballfield is the umpire, 
President Tener said; and he added by 
way of emphasis, that in matters of 
discretion and judgment where the 


umpire is not specifically guided by 
rule, he sfiould be supreme. 

President Tener’s idea of what the! 
ideal arbiter should be was expressed 
as follows: 

“IT do not wish to 
méaning that an umpire should be a 
law unto himself; that his manner 
should be dictatorial, his attitude arro- 
gant and his entire demeanor evince | 
a self-satisfied air that would brook 
no argument or intercession. Right the 
contrary, I think an umpire should be 
conciliatory, but firm; positive, but 
polite; quick, but undemonstrative; 
strict, but reasonable.”’ 

Regarding the disciplining of play- 
ers, the new president said that he was 
opposed to the general practice em- 
ployed in meting: out punishment for 
offenses committed on the field. He 
said: 

“One of the cardinal principles o 
justice is that every man should have 
an opportunity to be heard—to present 
his side of the case. If a player is 
guilty of the charges submitted by the 
umpire and has no equitable or reason- 
able defense, the ends of justice and 
the morals of discipline can be served 
as well by suspending the player 
three or four days after the violation 
has occurred and all the evidence re- 
ceived and investigated as by an im- 
mediate suspension after the umpire 
has reported. 

“To my mind, the club owner is real- 
ly the one who suffers most by a play- 
er’s suspension. The player’s absence 
weakens the team, and in the end the 
club owner is the real sufferer. 

“There is no reason why such cases 
should not be considered in the most 
lenient attitude possible, and by all 
means obtain the facts in the case from 
both sides before the player is punish- 
ed by suspension.”
